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Forty years ago February 20th fell on a Friday, "Black Friday" to some 36,000 
Canadians. The decision to cancel production of the Avro Arrow had a far reaching 
effect, not only geographically, but also psychologically. That decision would reach into 
the future for more years than was ever anticipated at the time. To many like myself, the 
news was, in a true sense, unbelievable. Even when nearly the entire plant in which | 
worked was summoned for an official announcement just 15 minutes before quitting time 
and told not to return to work on Monday, it was like a bad dream. The shock and 
confusion made it hard to absorb the reality of the situation. 

At that time I was employed by Lucas-Rotax in Scarborough who were 
manufacturing the fuel system for the engines which powered the CF-105, the "Arrow". 
Although some days I can't remember what I had for breakfast, the events of that Friday, 
forty years ago, are ones I shall never forget. 

Since then, there have been numerous books, TV programs, and countless articles 
written about that historic plane. The decision to scrap the program was motivated more 
by politics than by economics. More than just the program was scrapped. All existing 
prototypes, plans, parts, everything associated with the Arrow, was destroyed with such 
thoroughness that a veil of mystery lingered over the whole incident. In spite of the many 
explanations and clarifications offered over the years, that mystery has prevailed to this 
day. 

At the 25th anniversary of this occasion I issued a wooden nickel, (5907-015). It 
was black. Black as my memories of that day. Now, another 15 years have passed and 
I've lightened up a little. 

This one is mostly black printing on 
natural wood. The plane is stamped in metallic 
blue simply to separate it from the printing (in | 
reality, the plane was white), and a red maple 
leaf is added because of its Canadian origin. 
Shown at right, it will be distributed to 
members of CAWMC through Timber talk.

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COLLECTOR WALTER LOUDON DIES:

On Jan. 20, 1999, collector Walter Loudon died of pneumonia at the Veterans 
Hospital, Ste. Anne de Bellevue, Quebec (situated about twenty miles west of Montreal). 
Born on Jan. 30, 1899, Walter passed away just nine days before his 100th birthday. 

Walter is buried in Montreal Memorial Park, next to his wife, who died in 1961. 
They had no children. 

Walter spent his youth in Calgary and remembered the unpaved, dirt-covered streets 
and Calgary’s first Rodeos. He was a collector of foreign and Canadian mint sets and 
single crown-size coins. Since the early 1980's, Walter issued many round wooden nickels, 
some of them relating to his activities in World War I, his regiment (Alberta-based 10th 
Infantry Battalion) and his branch of the Canadian Legion in Montreal. 

Walter was an Honorary life member of the Canadian Association of Wooden 
Money Collectors. He also was a member of the Canadian Numismatic Association, the 
Ontario Numismatic Association, the Regina Coin Club, the International Organization of 
Wooden Money Collectors and several other national Canadian numismatic Associations 
and Societies. 

Since 1983, Walter attended most CNA conventions, the 1996 Montreal convention 
being his last. 

At sixteen, altering his age, Walter joined the Canadian Army’s Alberta-based 10th 
Infantry Battalion. After arriving in France in 1916, he took part in the Battle of the Somme 
and later the Battle of Vimy Ridge, where he got part of his nght ear shot off. He was later 
sent back to England where he trained soldiers. Walter left the army in the early 1920's 
with the rank of sergeant. 

Walter was one of a small group of Canadian World War I veterans sent to France 
in Nov. 1998 to observe the 80th anniversary of Armistice Day. 

Walter had a very keen memory of past events and people, especially of World War 
I. An article in the Nov. 9, 1998 issue of Maclean’s magazine featured some quotes from 
Walter on his war experiences in France. 

I have known Walter since 1983. His first love was his ‘woods’, which he 
thoroughly enjoyed giving out. Walter was a very kind, gentle and generous man.
